He gathered them up on 
‘the farm and took them when con- 
venient to the storekeeper, through 
whom most of the eggs were market- 
ed. The country merchant in turn 

wasn’t very enthusiastic about the 
egg business, but he handled them 
chiefly as a matter of convenience to. 
the farmer in exchange for goods. Of- 
ten the country merchant kept the 
eggs for several. days under conditions 
that were not conducive to maintain- 
ing their quality and thus the cva- 
sumer not infrequently got had eggs 
among what he bought believing them 
to be fresh from the farm. The re- 
gulations now require everyone who 
buys eggs for resale to buy on grade, 
and eggs sold to the consumer must 
have the grade clearly indicated un 
the container in which they are deiiv- 
ered or from which they are tagen.

Ottawa announces 
that a vollen Employment Commit- 


tee has been appointed to advise the 


National Employment Commission on 
the problem of finding occupations 
for young people who have been forc- 
ed to bear the affliction of unemploy- 
ment. : 

The mere announcement of such a 
committee should give heart to Ca- 
nada’s youth; bring them up from the 
despond caused by unemployment. 
Fach year their number is being ad- 
ded to as universities, colleges and 
Schools pour out their thousands of 
ambitious youth trained to trade and 
the professions. But as matters now 
stand they face a blank wall. Youth 
is fettered to the economic rack; 
youth is rotting and it is the coun- 
try’s loss; youth has been stifling, 
finding no outlet for its boundless 
ambition; youth must be served and 
perhaps the Committee might find 
that solution. 

The problem facing it is of gigan- 
tic magnitude and cannot be simply 
solved but it is at least a step in the 
right direction. The Youth Commit- 
tee can do much in studying the pro- 
blem from the angle of the young’ 
man and woman. It should be e one of 
the major governmental considera- 
tions that the Morale of Young Can- 
ada and future generations should be

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TOWN OF 1,500 IS 
DEVASTATEDBY 
RAGING INFERNO 


The fire-seared coasts of southern 
Oregon and northern California smok- 
ed like a battlefield on Monday while 
thousands of citizens worked to save 
their homes and themselves from the 
flaming disaster which devastated a 
town of 1,500. 

Typical of the grave situation fac- 
ing the rich timbered mountain area 
waa the village of Myrtle Point, about 
thirty miles southeast of Marshfield 
and twenty miles inland from Bando, 
the town which was reduced to ruins 
with a loss of several lives Saturday. 

Grititaced..groups, sleepless and 
drawn, sought to‘ d a wan 
safety about Myrtle Point during the 
night. 

A huge tractor equipped with 
trench diggers, its exhaust roaring as 
ff m challenge to the advancing 
flames, made circuit after circuit a- 
bout Myrtle Point, gradually clearing 
an ever-widening space of brush and 
timber. eS 

By this manoeuvre, the residents 
hoped to clear such a circle {bout the 
town that the flames, burning on the 
edge of the village; could not leap it 
unless driven by a high wind. 

“No one talks much. There isn't 
any neeg to. They ail know that it is 
just an act of God if they escape the 
fate of Bandon,” was the way one fire 
fighter put it. 

„There is fire everywhere — along 
the gulleys beside the roads, brand- 
ishing out of the tops of trees. It 
is a scene that gives you a feeling of 
dread and the faces of the people 
plainly reflect it.” ; 

While the main fire area was in 
the Bandon sector, scattered blazes 
stretched far up the Oregon coast and 
down into California.
